Comes now petitioner moving in the above caption respectfully requesting 
the Honorable Court to grant petitioner relief as a matter of law. On or about 
March 26, 2003, a warrant was issued through the United States Parole Coimnission 
for the following alleged violations: Charge No. 1- Violation Special Condition 
of Narcotic Surveillance, Charge Ko. 2- Failure to Carry Out the Instructions of 
the Parole Officer, Charge No, 3- Violation of Special Condition (CCC), and 
Charge No, 4- Use of Dangerous and Habit Forming Drugs, Cooperation was. made for 
petitipnerisesurrendB^ , ^however , uponimeeting . his .. wife: to . secure personal papers , 
he was ambushed hy U,S, Marshals, petitioner shot 5 times while unarmed and 
helivacte to nearby Surburan Hospital, the above incident to place on April 25^ 
2003, this obsessive brutal force apprehension landed petitioner hospitalized for 
2 months. While undergoing treatment and the recovery for related gunshot wounds 
he was seen by Commission for proable cause hearing on May 2, 2003. 
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The examiner (P, Howard) recommeaded aii expedited offer of Reparole after the 

service of 10 months (2/25/2004), petitioner parole was rated as Category One 

severity because it involved administrative violations of supervision. On June 2> 

2003, an indictment was issued from the United States District Court for the
